Chairman J. Parnell Thomas, 
Republican, New Jersey, refused 
to tell reporters what would be in 
the report, but other informed 
Committee sources said it would: 

1. Be “very critical’ of Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Truman and 
Atty. Gen. Tom Clark for not tak- 
‘ing any action, although, the re- 
‘port will say, they were fully in- 
formed of spy activities. 

2. Assert that a professional 
group of “Soviet agents, aided by 
amateurs,” guccessfully carried out 
a mission to obtain American 
atomic secrets. 
| 3. Accuse certain scientists on 
the wartime Manhattan atom bomb 
‘project at the University of Chi- 
‘cago of attempting to steal atom 
bomb secrets. 

Rep. Vail, Republican, Illinois, 
said the report would contain the 
last charge. He also said the Com- 
mittee had determined that some 
atom bomb material had been 
stolen from the Manhattan project 
and sent to Russia. It was not 
known whether this would be in 
the report. 

Thomas declined to say when 
the report, on what he termed “the 
gravest matter” ever to come be- 
fore his Committee, would be re- 
leased, Thomas expects to return 
‘to Washington Monday after a 
‘weekend at his home in New Jer- 
sey.

1, Providing for the mandatory in- 
clusion of the individual names of candi- 
dates for President and Vice President of 
wthe United States, along with the names 
of the electors and party designation on 
the official ballot for the general election. 


2. Providing for the electors of any 
political party to cast their votes only for 
the nominees of their party designation, 


3. Providing for the repeal of that 
portion of the present State law, Code 
Section 34-1905 as amended, which reads 
as follows: “Provided, further that such 
candidate shall also file a petition for that 
purpose signed by not less than five per- 
cent of the registered voters in that ter- 
ritory or that such political party shall 
have cast no less than five percent of the 
votes in the last general election next pre- 
eeding for the election of such officer.” 


4. Providing for an amendment to 
Code Section 34-1904, as amended, so that 
certification of nominees of a political 
party or candidates may be made not 
later than twenty days before the general 
election. 


5. Providing for such other legislation 
as may be deemed necessary to accom- 
plish the foregoing subject matter specifi- 
cally and not otherwise. 

Acting Gov. Thompson has thus given 
the Legislators ample leeway to work out 
a plan acceptable to all. We trust they 
will seek to do so without delay or parti- 
sanship, remembering that Governor-nom- 
inate Herman Talmadge is on record as 
concurring with the need for changing 
our general election laws to make them 
more democratic. 

The Constitution is glad that Georgia 
voters are to be given the fullest possible 
choice of candidates on Nov. 2. 

We are even happy that the Wallace 
electors are to be accorded a place on the 
ballot although we are sure they would 
rather have gone through with the pre- 
tense of presenting an illegal petition and 


then crying “un-American” when Secre- 
tary of State Fortson ruled against them. 
As it is, they will get few votes in Geor- 
gia ... and no dollars from sympathetic 
suckers in Harlem and Hollywood who re- 
sent what would appear to be Georgia’s 
high-handed decision to keep them off the 
ballot. 

We are gratified, too, that Gov. Thur- 
mond AND President Truman will have 
their names on the ballot so that Geor- 
gians may vote for either or neither, as 
they please. 

But while we welcome the news that 
the Dixiecrat candidate is to have a place 
on the ballot, we shall continue to urge 
thoughtful Georgians to vote either Demo- 
cratic or Republican. 

We shall do so because we are con- 
vinced, in the first place, that it is to Geor- 
gia’s interest to remain in the party and 
not undermine our Congressmen and Sen- 
ators, most of whom occupy powerful 
committee positions which enable them to 
represent us most ably in the national 
forum where the issues which concern us 
are to be determined. 

We shall do so, secondly, because Gov. 
Thurmond has not the remotest chance of 
being elected and because, for once, we 
agree with the Savannah Morning News, 
which declares: “The ironical thing about 
the South Carolinian’s complaint, that his 
three opponents are striving to win the 
votes of the minority. jn sections outside 
the South, is that the gentleman himself 
and his fellow Dixiecrats are striving with 
equal vigor to win what is certainly a 
minority vote of the entire country when 
he asks Southerners to back his own 
ticket.” 

We long have advocated establishment 
of a real two-party system in the South. 

But we want to see it comprised of the 
two national parties, so that the men we 
send to Congress will not be political 
eunuchs. 

If Georgia is to go for Dewey on Nov. 2 
then let it be by its citizens voting for 
Dewey... and not because, by voting for 
Thurmond, thoughtless Georgians place 
the State in the doghouse with both the 
majority and minority parties of govern- 
ment.

Dewey Overestimates Communists 


WASHINGTON—In some of his campaign speeches Gov. Dewey is making the statement that one 
of his first acts after reaching the White House, if he is elected President, will be to drive the Com- 


munists out of the Federal Government. 


He gives it an emphasis that carries the im- 
plication that the governmental machine is satur- 
ated with Communists or fellow travelers of the 
Moscow Red doctrine. It is a charge that has 
been the basis for most of the sensation-seeking 
investigations being undertaken by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Democrats have charged from the start that 
the whole purpose behind the House Commit- 
tee’s inquiry was to create a false political issue. 
President Truman has described the Committee’s 
exposures as a “red herring” drawn across the 
trail. Atty. Gen. Clark has denounced the spy 
scare developed by Congressional Committees 
as “phony” and “preposterous,” warning that 
“these tense critical days are no time to create 
hysteria and confusion.” 

In view of the emphasis that is being placed 
on the issue by Gov. Dewey and some of the 
Republicans, ‘t is interesting to take a look at 
the record as it pertains to the program of the 
Administration for ferreting out any disloyal 
persons in the Government service. 

Taking cognizance of the many loose charges 
that were being kicked about, President Truman 
more than a year ago asked Congress to ap- 
propriate a large sum of money ($16,000,000) 
for a check by the FBI into the loyalty records 
of Federal workers. Congress did appropriate 
$11,000,000 for this purpose and the work has 
been going on ever since. 

To insure that fair treatment would be meted 
out to any Federal employees against whom 
charges of disloyalty might be brought, a Loyal- 
ty Review Board was set up under the Civil 
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The Mahatma Farley has made no campaign 
predictions this fading season.

Since the program got under way the FBI, as 
of Sept. 9, had completed 86 percent of the field 
investigations it had been requested to make, 
and has been able to stamp “no disloyalty data” 
on the files of 2,110,521 Federal employees. In 
other words, that huge number have been cleared 
already of any suspicion of disloyalty. 

Of the suspicious cases reported by the FBI, 
1,092 have been disposed of by the departmental 
and Richardson boards. It was found that 821 
of these were not guilty, 59 should be dismissed 
from the Government service nd 212 resigned. 

Members of the Loyalty Review Board say 
that not all of those who resigned are to be 
regarded as guilty by any means. Many of 
those innocent, it was said, preferred to find other 
employment rather than go through the misery 
de trials, where the accuser is not always identi- 

This is the official record of the loyalty pro- 
gram to date. Out of more than 2,000,000 
Government workers examined by the FBI up to 
now, 59 have been dismissed as disloyal, with 212 
others resigning for one reason or another. 

That reduces the issue to the size of a peanut, 
comparatively. The wonder of it is not that so 
few workers of Communist leanings found their 
way into the Government service during the 
bustle and crisis of the war period, when there 
was a shortage of all kinds of workers. The 
amazing thing about it is that there were not far 
more. 

In the face of the record, Gov. Dewey would 
best get something else to talk about.
